6. No person who shall not be able 
to read IOO consecutive words of the 
constitution in the English language 
and write bis or her name, except it 
be on account of physical disability 
which statement of same must have 
been sworn to in affidavit of registra­ 
tion. 
GROUND OF CHALLENGE. 
Political Code of California, Section 
1230. 
A parson offering to vote may be 
orally challenged by any elector of 
the county upon either or all of the 
following grounds: 
1. That he or she is not the per­ 
son whose name appears on the reg­ 
ister. 
2. That be or she has not resided 
within the state one year next pre­ 
ceding the election. 
3. That he or she bas not been a 
naturalized citizen of

States for ninety days prior to the 
election. 
4. That he or she has not resided

5. That he or she has not resided

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FACTS APOUT CALIFORNIA 
(Frj>m Los Angeles Financial News.) 


The records of the 
Orange 
County 
Vegetable 
Growers’ Association for the last year are full of 
cnHtorofc Wonders in the way of productiveness. 
TIM records of acreage, shipments and receipts* are 
glininitwtpir correct, and they show a Whole lot of in­ 
teresting things—interesting not only to Eastern­ 
ers, hut to people of Orange county, many of whom 
are net yet familiar with all of the facts and figures 
concerning the county’s products. The association is 
made up of growers who live along the frostless belt 
dose to the foothills at Villa Park. 
They have a 
packing house at the Vina Park station of the Tustin 
branch of the Southern Pacific, employ a manager to 
watch the market and sell their products to advan­ 
tage. Footings for the last year’s receipts have just 
been made in a report to the members of the asso­ 
ciation. The total receipts were $62,160. A goodly 
share of the vegetables handled by the asociation 
was grown between rows of trees, among the many 
new orchards set out in this favored section. Thus 
while the trees are growing, the land keeps on giving 
its owners a golden income. 
A large share of the 
vegetable growers do not depend upon vegetables 
alone, though they could well do so. J. B. Handy 
with total receipts of $4,715.44 was the largest indi­ 
vidual shipper during the 
association 
year just 
ended. 
The asociation expects the coming year to 
be by far the biggest year in the vegetable growing 
business of this section. 
With the expop^ion the 
growers believe 
^’emand for green 
t a b l e s E x c e l l e n t . According to present inten­ 
tions aMf

*ar i^ a t year will be as follows:

Vans, 12; green lima beans, 44, rhubarb, 32; chile 
peppers, 21; celery, IO; egg plant, ll; carrots, beets 
and turnips, 8; lettuce, 8; cabbage, 12; cucumbers 
and. summer squash, 4- Cutting of rhubarb will start 
about November I. 
Seas jgrowers of Sutter county are elated over the 
results obtained by C. W. Jenkins of the Lome dis­ 
trict, who has discovered a new variety of bean, 
known as the Tepary bean. It is white in color and 
about the size of the ordinary white bean, but is 
mhre easily cultivated and grows faster. The seed 
tor the bean was obtained by Jenkins in Arizona. 
They have been cultivated by the Indians there since 
prehistoric times. The vines of these beans are dif­ 
ferent from all others, they being long and slender 
and with very small leaves. Bean growers consider 
it a valuable find, as the new variety grows under 
the most adverse circumstances. 
It thrives in the 
hottest of weather and with or without irrigation. 
Beginning with October I all transactions in rai­ 
sins will be considered as coming under the bead of 
the 1914 crop. To that end the California Associated 
Raisin Company directors have ordered that the ac­ 
counts for1 the last season’s crop be closed and the 
money still on hand be pro-rated among the growers. 
The accounting will require several days, as the com­ 
pany comprises some 4000 stockholders and handles 
th* crop of 6000 growers:. This will necessitate the 
making out of a separate account for each stock* 
holder. According to the figures 8900 cars of raisins 
were shipped from the Fresno district during August 
aa against 5600 in August, 1913. 
The Modoc County Irrigation Company, a $1,000,- 
00© corporation, headed by Southern California capi­ 
tal, has acquired the rights of the Surprise Valley 
Water Company, and has assumed the $85,000 of 
obligations which this company contracted in its ef­ 
forta Lo consummate this great project. Permission 
has been asked of the Railroad Commission to issue 
$750,000 bonds to complete the project. 
Frank Baxter of Fullerton delivered to Los An­ 
geles buyers this week six tons of watermelons by 
auto trucks, receiving $10 a ton for the product. No 
melon weighed less than twenty-five pounds. 
Re­ 
cently he sold ten tons of melons in Long Beach in 
one day. Baxter has sold more than forty tons of 
watermelons from his ranch this season, the aver* 
age weight being twenty-five pounds. Many of the 
melons weighed fifty-five and sixty pounds. Baxter 
saya there is a good profit at $10 a ton. 
This year over 20,534 fruit trees were set out in 
Eldorado County. 
Segregated 
into the different 
varieties are 13,226 Bartletts, 
2416 
plums, 
2221 
peaches, 2039 apples, 119 walnits, 95 cherries and 
419 ornamental and assorted fruits. A total of 300 
carload shipments of fruit having been made from 
the county this season and of this number over 162 
carloads were Bartlett pears. 
Pears will pack 520 
boxes to the car, and the net profit to the growers 
this year has averaged $1 a box. 
The irrigation water bas just been turned out of 
the canals of the Fresno Canal and Irrigation Com­ 
pany and Consolidated Company, bringing to a close 
one of the most prosperous years in the San Joaquin 
valley. 
There has been ample irrigation water for 
this year for all the farmers of the district and this 
is only another assurance that there will be bumper 
crops all over the valley. The 450 miles of canals 
of those two companies irrigate 360,060 acres in the 
vicinity of Fresno. 
Flans for the formation or the proposed co-opera­ 
tive cannery to serve the Dinuba sectiou have been 
practically completed. Bonds in the sum of $20,000 
will be issued against the physical property of the 
concern, and these bonds, which will bear 8 per cent 
interest, will be sold to the merchants, fruit grow­ 
ers and others, the total proceeds from the sale to 
be used in the construction of the plant. 
At a meeting of the directors of the Tulare Coun­ 
ty Citrus Fruit Exchange W. E. Sprott, who has been 
manager of the organization for the past twelve 
years, was unanimously reelected to the position. 
Last year the exchange handled 61 per cent of the 
total output of lemons and oranges from that dis­ 
trict. 
Officials of the Terra Bella cannery, which has 
been running on tomatoes state there has beeu a 
brisk demand for the pack this year, and that all 
the product which has been handled to date has been 
contracted for at good prices. This year, it is stated, 
tho total output of the concern will approximate 
twenty cars. 
Eldorado County lumber cut this year amounts to 
39,000,000 board feet. 
The Im Habra Citrus Association sent out its last 
car of oranges for the season this week, the price 
ranging from $1.75 to $2 a box. f. o. b. La Habra. The 
price of lemons has dropped lately, so the anociation 
wlU only ship one carload this week. The price of 
lemons ie $1.50 a box, f. o. b. La Habra. 
E. Keller, superintendent of the Panama-Paclffo 
experimental farm near Fresuo has harvested two 
sucks of Italian rice off of one of the 38-foot 
squares at the farm. The rice was threshed and 


one acre 
cleaned, and at this rate the output of 
would be approximately 25 sacks. 
Within the last five days five carloads of green 
pears have been shipped from Anderson, Shasta 
County, to the Eastern markets. 
The pears were 
of the Winter Nellis variety. 
This is the largest 
shipment that has gone forward from Anderson in 
refrigerator cars for years. 
“Anaheim will have popies and then some mote 
poppies next spring. This is promised on account of 
the fact that Prof. Ben S. Milliken is in charge of 
the growing of the poppies and It now looks as 
though every waste place in Anaheim will be aglow 
with poppies in the springtime,” says the Anaheim 
Herald. “II is proposed to have poppies growing on 
every vacant lot and space Of ground bn which no 
other flower is now growing. 
This work is being 
boosted by the Board of Trade. 
Kern County has a farm adviser, the eleventh 
county in the State to organize a farmers’ bureau 
and to secure from the State University and the 
United States Department of Agriculture the ser­ 
vices of a farm adviser. R. H. Mack is the adviser. 
He has organized a farmers’ bureau with eleven 
local centers in the various districts and has aroused 
the utmost interest among the ranchers in every 
section.

To begin with, we must differenti­ 
ate between the grape industry and 
the wine industry,’ for not all grapes 
are converted into wine. 
From the report of the State Board 
of Equalisation of 1912, the following 
facts are quoted. 
Total acreage planted to grapes of 
all kinds in California, 339,966 acres. 
ProportioQ panted to wine grapes, 
49 per cent. 
^ 
Proportion planted to table grapes, 
18 per cent 
Proportion planted to raisin grapes, 
$2 per Cent 
From this It is learned that less 
than half of the grapes produced in 
California are need for wine. 
This 
leaves for consideration only one-half 
of the grape crop. 
The wine traffic of California Is a 
mere bagatelle es compared with the 
balance of the stale’s industries. The 
value of products of vinous liquors 
for 1909 was $6,9$T,000, and for all in* 
duatries 
$529,761,000. 
From these 
figures It will be seen that the wine 
traffic amounts to only a little over 
I Vi per cent of tote) industries. 
Turn Grapes Into Grape Juice 
The oppose?** af the dry amend­ 
ment are loudly proclaiming that if 
It carries, the wine grape vineyards 
and the crushing plants will be worth­ 
less. 
Such is not the case, ae the 
grapes may be converted into grape 
juice by the same crushing plants that 
are now used in wine making. 
In 
speaking of the feasibility of using 
the wine grape for this purpose, Prof. 
F. T. Bioletti, Professor of Viticulture 
at the University of California, de* 
clares: 
“Any grape which will make good 
wine WRI make good grape juice, and 
the best for one purpose is the beet 
for the other.” 
I believe that the wine grape crop 
of California can be profitably con­ 
verted into good, wholesome nourish­ 
ing grape juice at less cost than wine, 
aud that a large market may be creat­ 
ed for it throughout the United States. 
No Money In Wine Grapes 
Do not be misled by the specious 
cry that wine grape growers will be 
deprived of profit for there is practi­ 
cally none. On page 483, Vol. 2, Nos. 
S and 4, monthly bulletins of the 
I State Commieeion en Horticulture pub­ 
lished in March and April, 1913, Pfof. 
F. T. Bioletti, of the State University 
at Berkeley, speaks as follows: 
"The average price received by pro­ 
ducers (wine grape) for a series of 
years must -be very close to the cost 
of production.'’ 
On page 484, Prof. Bioletti makes 
the following significant statement— 
a statement teat shows the needless­ 
ness of worrying about the profits in 
the growing ai wine grapes. Said he: 
“The grape grower’s profit is what 
remains of tbs difference between the 
price, paid by the-consumer and the 
cost of production, after deducting 
pqckiug 
expenses, 
transportation 
charges and the tolls of the various 
agents of distribution. 
“Often nothing remains, or, in other 
words, be is selling bis grapes at cost 
aud receiving nothing for his time and 
expenditure of energy. Not infre­ 
quently an examination of his balance 
sheet will show that his profit is a 
minus quantity. 
In fact, there are 
many vineyards in the state both large 
and small, which an accurate system 
of bookkeeping would prove to be con­ 
ducted at an average annual loan

Again, when the state of Texas was 
in the throes of a state wide dry con 
test, President Wilson endorsed that 
movement also, in principle.

dorsement of the state-wide dry move 
raent, when a state is ready for it, Mr 
Wilson wrote the following letter: 
State of New Jersey, Executive Dept 
July 5, 1911. 
Mr. E. W. Gorgan, 
Byers, Texas. 
My dear Mr. Gorgan: 
You mistook me if you thought 
was treating your first letter as a 
communication from a politician, or if 
you supposed that I was trying in any 
' way to avoid the important question 
you put to me. The reply I made was 
in all sincerity. 
I believe that for 
some states state-wide Prohibition ie 
possible and desirable, because of 
their relatively homogeneity, while for 
others, I think state-wide Prohibition 
is not practicable.

spruces, firs, cedars and cypresses. 
The purpose of the competition, as 
stated by the association, is to find i 
out iii what regions the native tre e s' 
attain their largest growth, and un-, 
der what conditions they iii rive best.* 
When these large trees

aud the measurements 
authenticated, 
the association hopes that it may bel 
possible to secure seeds, cuttings, <or 
crafting wood from thrifty 
trees 
in I 
he region where they grow, 
to 
se e I 
whether finer specimens may be p ro p ­ 
agated in other parts of ‘ he c o u n try . j 
it is hoped in this manner to get. som e 
particularly choice strains 
of 
n ative 
ttees established 
in 
regions 
w h e re 1 
good specimens are not now found.

It is assumed by

that seed from the region where the 
largest trees grow ought 
to 
produce 
larger and stronger trees than from re- 
gions where only sm ell trees are found. 
By finding out where the large trees 
are and then planting seeds from them 
in 
other 
locations, 
tho 
association 
hopes to dem on strate 
the 
practical 
value to horticulture and forestry or 
the laws of heredity. 
Now that refor­ 
estation is becom ing a pressing prob­ 
lem, the question of seed trees which 
wild 
produce 
particularly 
good 
off­ 
spring is naturally coming to the fore. 
Cither Influences, of course, will have 
a bearing on the subject, and the re­ 
sults of the investigation may help to 
settle the question as to whether trees 
can be acclim atized. 
Even if they can 
not be, there m ay be cases where trees 
in a new environm ent may make bet­ 
ter1 growth than the beet in their n a­ 
tive range 
This is said to be true of 
certain of the Australian 
eucalypts, 
and of the Monterey pine which does 
not amount to much in its native lo­ 
cation in California but lias proved of 
great value in New Zealand. 
The federal forest service has con­ 
ducted some stu d ies along

and has discovered, for example, that 
the Douglas hr o f the Rocky moun­ 
tains and the D ouglas fir of the P a ­ 
cific coast, while o f the smae species, 
have different characteristics and will 
produce trees like the parent stock, 
modified som ew hat, however, by en­ 
vironment.

they say. 
It absolutely limits the fo r-1 
ester's choice of trees to grow in a 1 
given region.

lf beech or spruce thrives where the 
average warmth and m oisture of the 
growing season from year 
to

ranges between certain degrees, then
